——Astley House, Wiltshire, England. the 
residence of Sir John Astley, the English 
sporting man, was destroyed by fire yester- 

en. Alfred Anstell, President of the 
Atlanta (Ga.) National Bank, died Wednes- 
day night. He was in his Gd year. Ile 
commanded the Georgia militia during the 
War of the Rebellion. 


Tun TriIsune publishes this morning 
a complete list of the lake vessels that will 
winter in this port. The number, allowing 
for craft not of sufficient importance to class- 
ify, will aggregate nearly 1,000, 


——Archdeacon Parnell, Clerical Secretary 
of the Episcopal Synod of Kingston, Ont., is 
$12,000 short in his accounts. The Synod has 
appointed a committee to investigate. Arch- 
deacon Parnell has resigned. Ile has been 
suspended pending the investigation, 

Senator Pendleton reintroduced in the 
Senate yesterday that old bill of his provid- 
ing that Cabinet officers may have seats on 
the floor of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives. It was referred to a special com- 
mittee to be appointed by the Vice-President. 
Senator Plumb introduced a bij! in the 
Senate yesterday providing that certain lands 
heretofore granted to railroad companies be 
declared forfeited to the United States in 
cases where the lands were granted to aid 
in the construction of roads which have not 
been constructed within the specified time. 


The members of the Senate Committee 
on Privileges and Elections say that there has 
not been a particle of evidence presented to 
sustain the charge that Senators Lapham 
and Miller, of New York, obtained their 
election by fraud, or through irregularities 
of any kind. 


A United States Senator, who is said 
to be in a position to know whereof he talks, 
said yesterday that the President had stated 
that it was definitly settled that ex-Senator 
Howe, of Wisconsin, would be appointed 
Secretary of the Interior, although the ap- 
point ment may not be made until the ist of 
January. 


——The first bill passed through the Sen- 
até during the present session was the one 
reported from the Committee on Post-Offices 
and Post-Roads by Senator Ferry, conferring 
on Mrs. Garfield the franking privilege. 
There wag no objection, and it passed unani- 
mously. Similar privileges have been con- 
ferred on the widows of Presidents Tyler, 
Polk, and Lincoln. 


Mr. F. K. Perault, one of the leaders of 
the movement for Canadian independence, 
polled 2,200 votes in the Tory constituenty 
of East Montreal, or about one in ten of all 
the votes cast. The Marquis of Lorne said 
at Chester, England, that not one Canadian 
in 10,000 even thought of independence. 
The East Montreal vote shows that one in 
ten of them favor it. 


——An east-bound freight-train on the 
Western Division of the Wabash Road com- 
posed of thirty-two cars, thirteen of which 
were laden with live-stock, went through the 
bridge over the Missouri River at St. Charles 
lastevening, The engineer is missing, and 
itis feared he went down with the train. 
Some of the train-hands were injured, but 
the conductor and stock-men, who were in 
the caboose, escaped by jumping. 

——The Civil-Service Reform Association 
had its annual meeting at Boston last even- 
ing. Mr. Morfield Story presided, and among 
the Vice-Presidents elected are Charles 
Francis Adams Jr., George William Bond, 
Giamaliel Bradtord, James Freeman Clarke, 
Martin Bremmer, Leopold Morse, and George 
F. Hoar. It was reported that $1,115 had 
been expended in circulating publications on 
civil-service reform during the year. 


——The Director of the Mint reports the 
profits on silver coinage between July 1, 1878, 
and June 30, 1881, to be $9,752,210, The profits 
on hand July 1, 1878, were $424,725, which, 
with $4,450 profits on trade-dollars and sur- 
plus silver bullion, made the gross profits on 
sitver coinage $10,181,4%. Of this sum $8,- 
774,374 was paid into the Treasury, $221,114 
was paid for expenses of distribution, and 
$384,347 was paid for wastages and losses. 


—The Readjuster members of the Vir- 
ginia Legisiature will hold a caucus next 
Tuesday to nominate a candidate for United 
States Senator. The Republican members 
have had a conference already, at which, it 
is understood, it was determined to insist on 
having a Republican Senator. The Demo- 
cratic Readjusters are in favor of Riddle- 
berger, while the Republicans are in favorof 
John F. Lewis, Lieutenant-Governor-elect. 


—The London Times comments unfa- 
vorabiy on that part of the President's mes- 
sage which bespeaks protection for Amer- 
ican shipbuilding interests. It says that the 
languishing condition of the American mer- 
eantile marine is owing to protection, and 
says that it can be revived by bounties alone. 
This scheme, the Times points out, while it 
may handicap foreigners, will absorb a con- 
siderable portion of the surplus revenue of 
the United States. 


Senator Morrill’s protection speech was 
listened to with great interest by several 
Democratic Senators yesterday, among them 
Beck, Voorhees, Brown, and Slater.

DISTINCTLY REPUDIATED BY THE AGREE- 

MENT ITSELF. 

The principle upon whieh the Buzzi case rests, 
stated simply and briefly, is this: that the com- 
mission bas the rigbt to go behiad the certificate 
of naturalization to decide, not whether the 
court which issued it was of competent jurie- 
diction, not whether a certificate of oaturaiiza- 
tion has been granted to the claimant, but 
whether it has been properly granted. In short. 
that the commission isa court of appeal, with 
the right to review the duly-ren- 
judgment of the courts of 
the United States. This issue, which 
alfects the very essence of the agreement, bas 
been made before. Iu 1875, in the case of Del- 


gado, Mr. Bartholdi, Minister from France, their 


umpire, decided: “That the claimant has deen 
naturalized an American citizen according to 
the laws of United States; that the Judge who 


ordered him to be admitteda citizen of the 


United States was, as it bas been decided in 
many cases by the Supreme Court of the United 


THE COMPETENT AUTHORITY 
to decide if tne elaimant had sudiciently com- 
plied with the law, which prescribes a coatinued 


resideuce ot five years in the United States be- 


fore having a right to obtain naturalization; 
that there is no evidence nurchargeof the 
naturalization having been obtained by fraud; 
that the claimant bas not lost the American 


citizenship which he has obtained by paturaliza- 


tion; that, therefore, he hasa right to be heard 
by the Commission.” In 1879,in tHe case of 
Dominquez, Baron Blanc. Minister from Italy, 
then umpire, decided as follows: Therefore 
the construction thus given, however broad it 
may be deemed, must ve followed so long as it 
is unimpeacked and unreversed by an Ameri- 
can tribunal of superior jufisdiction.. The 
tribunals of the United States are the sole in- 
terpreters of the laws of the country, and it is 
not the privilege of the umpire to review their 
adjudicaaon as to the requirements of these 
laws ; and again in 
THE CASE OF PORTUANDO, 

the same umpire decided that, “as to the tra- 
versed allezauon of American citizenship of the 
deceased, competent and sufficient proof there- 
of, as required by the agreement of Feb. 12, 1871. 
is given by bis certificate of naturalization, such 
certificate not being proved or charged to have 
been procured by fraud, or issued in viola den 
of public law, treaties, or natural justice, and 
such grounds of impeachment, upon which anys 
certificate of naturalization may be declared al- 
together void, not being found in this case, the 
umpire called upon to resolve such coniilict 
about the allegiance of the deceased must, fol- 
lowing previous adjudications by um- 
pires of this © commission, and in 
the absence of any treaty between Spain 
and the United States, restricting the power of 
the United States to grant Daturalization in ac- 
cordance with municipal law, as interpreted by 
the municipal courts, give full force to the 
naturalization of the deceased, even against 
Spaia.” 

THIS GOVERNMENT HAD THE RIGHT 
to consider these decisions as final and conclu- 
sive of the meaning of the agreement under 
them.

have been tried and decided, forty cases re- 
main on the docks. If the decision of former 
umpires is to be reversed, then the forty cases 
are to be judged upon entirely different princi- 
pies from the preceding cases. In fact, the 107 
cases will dave been decided under an agree- 
ment meaning an entirely different and even 
contradictory thing. Two ciaimants presenting 
cortificates of naturalization of the same date, 
issued from the same court, would be the une 
received and the other rejected, not on any fixed 
principie, but according as the number of bis 
claim on the docket brought his case under the 
consideration of one or the other umpire. 
WHAT LFFECT 

should be given to the certificate of naturaliza- 
tion, as it ie understood by the contracting par- 
ties and declared in the stipulations of the 
agreement, and what power the commission 
itself may have to extend or limit this effect by 
construction, I will not now discuss; but it is 
evident that, if the commission has or nas not as- 
sumed the power to decide this question, which 
is one not of fact but of construction of the in- 
tent of the agreement, once decided it must be 
considered as settied forever, for it is obvious 
that no settiement can be reached just to the 
claimant where the rule of construction varies 
with every change which may occur in the per- 
son of the umpire. 

AND THIS GOVERNMENT MUST INSIST 
that all claims shall be tried by the same rule, 
and under thé same construetion of the agree- 
ment between Spain and the United States. The 
commission is not a proper tribunal to which 
should be submitted the argument of the 
United States in this regard.

With the personal convenience or pleasure of 
the Commissioners the President would ‘not in- 
terfere.

ever, that visics to England and Germany and 
audiences with the Ministers of those Goveru- 


ments might place the United States in a wrong 
position before Europe. This Government is 
not seeking an adjustment ot the silver question 
as a favor or concession to our interests. Since 
the Mouetary Conference of 1878 we have dra wu 
$160,000,000 of gold from Europe, and dave re- 
tained the vast products of our own gold mines 
at bome. 

THE GOLD CURRENTS OF THE WORLD 
set strongly towards us; but, iu the generai in- 
terest of all the nations, we desire an adjust- 
ment of tne silver question. Both Eu- 
giand and Germany were exacting, 
and somewhat ungenerous, in announcing 
the basis upon which they would send delegates 
to the conference. It was, perhaps, wise, to 
make the concessions needful to that end; but 
the President will feel very deep regret if the 
Commission, as a body or individual, sbail 
take any step that would seem to subordinate 
the United States to England or Germany in 
this international conference.

Revised Statutes, is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2 In case of the removal, death, res- 
ignation, or inability of both the President and 
Vice-President of the United States, the Secre- 
tary of State for the time being, or, if there be 
no Secretary of State, then the Secretagy of the 
Treasury for the time being, or. if there be 
neither Secretary of State nor Secretary of the 
Treasury, then the Secretary of War for the 
time being shall act as President until the disa- 
bility be removed or the President be elected in 
the manner and at the time provided in the 
Constituuon and the laws; or, in case there be 
no Occasivn under the law for an election, until 
the existing term of office of the President so 
removed, resigned, dead, or disabled shall have 
expired, 

PLUMB’S BI. 

The bill introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Plumb to declare certain lands heretofore 
granted to railroad companies forfeited to 
the United States provides that where a grant 
of public lands has been made to aid the 
construction of any railroad, and the road 
has not been completed within. the time pre- 
scribed by the law, that the part of the lands 
not patented to the company prior to the ex- 
piration of the time fixed for the completion 
of the road shall revert to the United States. 

THE MORMONS. 

Senatur Vest today introduced two bills 
bearing upon the Mormon question. One 
provides that whenever any marriage ac- 
cording to the*forms of belief or practice of 
any religious denomination shall be solem- 
nized in any Territory of the United States a 
written certificate of such marriage, contain- 
ing the names and residences of the parties 
married, shall be filed in the office of the 
Clerk of the Supreme Court of the Terri- 
tory.

D. C., Dec. Since the 
prosecution began to call witnesses in rebut- 
tal of the theory of hereditary insanity, as 
developed by the defense, the tide has been 
girong against the prisoner. The united 
testimony of substantial citizens of Free- 
port yesterday, who had known the Guiteau 
family for years, and who declared them- 
selves unaware ot the existence of the traits 
of insanity ascribed to them by North and 
Amertiing, was very impressive. The state- 
ment of those two gentlemen seemed of 
light weight in comparison, and, while the 
sensible men who gave their evidence yes- 
terday refrained from an expression of 
—— aye the value of North and 
testimony, their cautious reserve 
upon the subject was significant. Today the

and, gathering force and volume from hour 
to hour as one witness after another added 
his testimony, it culminated shortly before 
adjournment in an outburst of popular dem- 
onstrations.

FRANK BARTLFTT. 

After recess Frank Bartlett, of Chicago, 
was called. He knew Mr. and Mrs. Scoville. 
and had met the prisoner at Scoville’s sum- 
mer residence in 1878. 

This man nevexngaw me but once,“ inter- 
rupted Guiteau. “tt has cost the Govern- 
ment $200 to bring this man down here. He 
met me once, five years ago, and that’s all he 
knows about it. It’s an outrage, Corkhill, 
for you to waste the money of the Govern- 
ment in this kind of way.“ 

The witness saw Guiteau daily; he never 
noticed anything out of the way in his de- 
portment. The gentlemen there once en- 
gaged in a tub-race, and Guiteau took part. 


When he upset he was ducked by the rest of 


the gentlemen, and took it in good part. 

Guiteau again broke out impatiently: 
„What's that got to do with what took place 
the 2d of July, Corkhill? I had time to go 
crazy a hundred times since this man saw 
me. That shows what stupid work is being 
done by the prosecution. If you had to pay 
for this, instead of the taxpayers, you would 
do differently.” 

The witness never saw any indications of 
insanity in the prisoner. 

MRS. FLORENCE R. BARTLETT 

(wife of the previous witness) witnessed the 


-dog incident so often alluded to by the de- 


fense, and saw nothing unusual in that oc- 
currence. She thought at the time Mrs. Sco- 
ville wag more excited about it than the pris- 
oner Ww and remembered distir.ctly the 
prisonem, after the dog was hurt, carried 
food to him and seemed to desire to efface 
any bad impression it might have created. 
The witness detected no signs whatever of 
any mental disturbance in the prisoner. He 
was always polite and behaved as a gentie- 
man. 

On cross-examination, Scoville asked: 
Do you remember once at the table a dis- 
cussion upon some religious topic arose and 
Guiteau took part and became so violent that 
they all left him?“ 

Answer—No; I do not. 

Guitean—They all got through talking, 
and so they left. That's all there was to 
and. Ithink we have had about enough of 
this dog business. 

HOWARD DUNHAM, 
of Boston, took the stand, but Guiteau fore- 
stalled his evidence by shouting: I had a 
desk-room with that man a few weeks in 
Boston, and that’s all he knows aboutit. It 
has cost the Government $100 to get him 
here.“ 

The witness stated that Nov. 18, 1879, the 
prisoner secured a desk-room in his office, 
and remained there nearly two months, 
when, as he was behind with his rent, and 
the witness did not like the style of the man 
he requested him to surrender his key. The 
prisoner told the witness there was no money 
in theology, and he was going to practice 
law. 

Col. Corkhill then offered a letter written 
by Guiteau to the witness last June. 

Scoville objected on the ground that the 
burden of proof rests with the Government. 
The piea of insanity having been set up by 
the defense, the prosecution cannot, at this 
time, introduce any evidence to establish the 
sanity of the prisoner. It should have been 
introduced in the evidence-in-chief. 

Judge Cox—Well, 1 overrule the objection. 

Scoville—1 desire to note an exception, 
and, generally, to all evidence of this kind. 

Davidge—From this time out? 

Guiteau— Running away back all through 
the case, Judge. 

The letter was then read. It was dated 
Rigas House, June 8, and contained a re- 
quest for a copy of his book Truth.“ which 
he desired should be sent him, as he was get- 
ting out a revised edition. 

The witness stated that, in all his conver- 
sation with the prisoner, through all his 
relations with him, and his observations of 
his conduct, he never suspected any insanity 
in the prisoner. , : 

Guiteau— You thought I was badly cracked 
on my book, though. [Then to the andi- 
ence.} This man is a Methodist minister. 
That is what is the matter with him. I did 
not pay my rent, and so he didn’t like me. 

The witness then gave the substance of 
conversations he had had in Boston with J. 
W. Guiteau, in which the latter nad said: 
“The disgrace of this crime is enough for 
the family to bear without endeavoring to 
prove hereditary indanity, for there is no 
authenticated case on which to base it.” 

Guiteau (greatly excited )— 

THAT’S THE WAY HE FEELS, 
and I desire to repudiate him on this busi- 
ness. Ile has never been a brother to me in 
any sense, and that fs just the ridiculous 
view he takes on this insanity business. 

A moment after he again shouted angrily: 
„That's false. There are two of my cousins 
in the lunatic asylum now, and that’s where 


"ll probably be very soon.” 


The prisoner—That is a matter of opinion. 

The last question was: “Did you ever 
give him any reason to think he could have 
any political or personal preference with 
you?” The answer is: “I never did.“ 

The prisoner—He never had occasion to,

The next witness was the Rev. A. R. Mc- 
Arthur, pastor of Cavalry Baptist Church, 
NewY ork. 

As soon as he was sworn the prisoner re- 
marked: “I know Dr. McArthur very well. 
He is a nice fellow, very high-toned in every 
way. lowe him $%.” 

The witness began to relate how the 
prisoner introduced himself and wife to him 
(the witness) at the close of service one Sun- 
day, and at the same time presented a letter 
of dismission from the First Baptist Church, 
Chicago. The prisoner had stated that at the 
time in Chicago he had a lucrative practice 
of law, but owing to 

DIgASTERS FOLLOWING THE FIRE, 

his practice failed entirely, or in good part, 
and now he and his wife had come to New 
York to start life afresh. ‘“‘ My heart went 
out to him kindly. I introduced him and his 
wife to men of prominence in society and in 
the church relations, and I know I was of 
service to him. ‘The letter which he brought 
was referred (as our custom is) to a commit- 
tee. TheChairman of that committee was a 
gentleman of very high standing, at one time 
an Indian Commissioner under the United 
States Government, and who took an inter- 
est in——” 

Here the witness was interrupted by Sco- 
ville, who remarked that all this was very in- 
teresting, but entirely irrelevant. 

HE DID NOT WANT THIS WHOLE HISTORY. 

The District-Attorney—But I do want the 
whole history connected with the prisoner. 

The prisoner—lt is all interesting and im- 
portant. Dr. McArthur is a very fine gen- 
tleman. Lowe him $8, and I am sorry I 
cannot pay him now. 

Then, addressing the witness, he said, 
Allow me to say, Doctor, there is some pos- 
sibility of my getting $5,000 from James Gor- 
don Bennett for that Herald disability mat- 
ter, and 
I PROPOSE TO SEND YOU A CHECK FOR $1,200 
the moment I get it.“ 

Scoville remarked that he objected to the 
witness stating the qualificahons of some 
Chairman of the Committee, not knowing 
how far he might go in that history. 

The prisoner—Dr. McArthur is an orator, 
as a may see by the way he talks. [Laugh- 
ter. 

The witness resumed his story, and told of 
the prisoner and his wife being received 
into the fellowship of the Church, and of the

the prisoner. 

When the cross examination was closed the 
prisoner, looking up at the clock, announced 
that it was 3 o’clock, and time to go home. 
He also inquired: “How many more wit- 
nesses like that have you, Col. Corkhill? I 
think it is an outrage on the public. If yeu 
had to pay some of that money yourself you 
would go slow.”

The scheme is robbery, nothing more nor 
less. The debtor would tender in payment 
of his debt the greenbacks he had received, 
and the creditor would tell him to go 
and get gold. The currency would be 
reduced at once by $66,000,000 of cer- 
tificates representing the actual deposit of 
so many silver dollars, and the business of 
the country would suffer accordingly, The 
growth of business in the future would be 
stunted, and the necessities of the debtor 
increased, by the elimination of silver coin 
from the money resources of the land. Every 
farmer whose land is mortgaged, every 
householder who owes a balance on his 
home, every merchant, manufacturer, and 
trader who conducts a business larger in 
volume than his actual capital, would find 
himself in the toils. The money-lenders 
alone would be the beneficiaries of this huge 
contraction scheme, and the entrepreneurs— 
the men who have the enterprise and take the 
risks which develop the country. supply em- 
ployment for labor, till the ground, build the 
mills, construct the railroads, enlarge the 
commerce, and contribute to the progress and 
prosperity of the American people—all 
these would be at the mercy of usur- 
ers, the goldites, and the cent-per-cent 
brokers. Fortunately there is no rea- 
son for alarm, because there is no 
danger that the contraction scheme will re- 
ceive the indorsemént of Congress. The 
number ot Congressmen from districts west 
of the Alleghenies who can be used to serve 
the money-lenders may be counted on the 
fingers of ong hand. But this does not ex- 
tenuate the willingness of Folger to act as a 
tool, nor the folly of the President in approv- 
iug the former’s suggestion. The Adminis- 
tration will find this avowed policy of con- 
traction suicidal unless it shall cut loose 
from it without more delay. It was precisely 
this danger President Arthur incurred when 
he yielded to the importunities of Wall 
street and appointed the very agent whom it

ASSAULT ON THE CURRENCY BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY. 

The new Administration is committed by 
the President’s message and the report of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to a financial 
policy which, if persisted: in, will wreck 
it, and, in the meantime, may injure the 
country. This policy is no more nor less 
than a vast scheme of contraction. The 
Secretary recommends (1) the early retire- 
ment of the silver certificates, now rep- 
resenting $66,000,000 of the best and most 
popular currency, and the repeal of the 
law authorizing further issue thereof; (2) 
the practical demonetization of silver by the 
suspension of the coinage of standard silver 
dollars; and (3) a repeal of the legal-tender 
property of the greenback notes. The Pres- 
ident in his message specifically approves of 
the first two of these suggestions, and gives 
a tacit assent to the third. These three 
recommendations embrace the necessary 
preliminary steps to a reduction of 
the legal-tender resources of the country 
to the limited, inadequate supply of gold 
alone. The proposition is the revival 
of the old Wall street and money-lenders’ 
scheme, which has been. defeated in Con- 
gress and before the people every time and 
in every shape it has been brought forward. 
Its renewal at the very beginning of an Ad- 
ministration which is under the predominate 
influence of Wall street is sufficient to arouse 
popular apprehension and create general 
distrust. If the people believed there were 
really any danger of these measures meet- 
ing with approval from Congress, the sug- 
gestion thereof would be enough to produce 
something like a panic in anticipation of the 
inevitable disaster that would follow their 


* adoption. 


The Secretary of the Treasury affects an 
apprehension of trouble from a possible 
contraction of the currency that may result 
from a movement among the banks for the 
withdrawal of bonds and retirement of their 
notes, and advises that a law be passed pro- 
hibiting them from retiring their currency 
except after a previous notice of a fixed 
period to be determined by Congress. 
This is a transparent piece of hypocrisy 
on his part, for he himself advises 
a sudden and enormous contraction of the 
currency by the retirement of $66,000,000 of 
silver certificates, and a steady, growing, and 
stifling contraction in the future by the pro- 
hibition of the further-issue of the silver cer- 
tificates, the further coinage of silver 
dollars, and the further use of 350 
millions of legal-tender notes. If there 
were reason to fear that the National 
banks should combine to retire the total 
amount of their circulating notes (of which 
there is not the slightest danger so long as 
the country will use that kind of currency), 
such a prospect would not be so alarming as 
the threat of cutting off the supply of silver 
dollars, silvercertificates, and the legal-tender 
use of greenbacks. If there be any dan- 
ger, as the Secretary of the Treasury pre- 
tends to believe, that the National banks may 
reduce their circulation to any extent that 
shall cause grave embDarrassments to busi- 
ness,“ what better protection can the coun- 
try enjoy than a reliance upon the coin- 
age of silver dollars and the issue 
of silver certificates representing the 
actual deposit of coin? While affecting to 
believe that a contraction of the currency 
may result from some concerted action of 
the banks, the astute Secretary of tne Treas- 
ury, who has bad about six weeks’ experi- 
ence in National finance, deliberately pro- 
poses to deprive the American people of an 
ample and permanent relief against such 
contraction by abandoning silver, silver cer- 
tificates, and the legal-tender greenbacks, 
and by reducing the debt-paying money of 
the country to gold. Such a proposition is 
as illogical as it is hazardous and injurious. 

It can hardly fail to puzzle the thinking 
people of this country to guess why the Act- 
ing President and his chosen Secretary of 
the Treasury should start out by suggesting 
an agitauon for a revolutionary change in a 
currency which is absolutely safe in its sev- 
eral varieties, abundant in volume, respon-

WEED OF A NAVY. 

The question of building a navy, or 80 jn- 
proving the present navy of this country that 
it will be worthy of taking rank among the 
navies of the world, is now actively can- 
vassed in naval circles, and has been recom- 
mended to the consideration of Congress by 
the Secretary of the Navy and the President. 
We print elsewhere a somewhat exhaustivé 
article from the New York Herald, setting 
forth upon the authority of naval officers the 
present condition of our navy and what is 
needed to make it efficient. 

The bill which, as the outcome of this an- 
itation, will soon be presented to Congress, 
will provide for the building of thirty-eight 
new vessels, five rams, five torpedo gun- 
boats, and twenty torpedo-boats, and sug- 
gests that there are now in existence a cer- 
tain number of vessels which can be thrown 
in, and in this way the Secretary uf the Navy 
is confident that in eight years’ time we can 
have a navy, the estimated cost being $29,- 
607,000. This looks well upon paper, but 
comparative figures damage the proposition. 
The Government has spent upon the navy 
since the close of the War over $300,00 0 0. 
The expenditures of the past five years have 
been as follows:

If we can have a navy now for about 
$30,000,000 in eight years, how is it that in 
five years $80,000,000 have been expended 
and we have no navy? How is it that our 
Admirals are quite sure that Chili, in case of 
our interference with her designs upon 
Peru, can send a fleet to bombard San Fran- 
cisco, and that we cannot prevent her? If 
$80,000,000 have been expended without any 
result, what assurance can we have that 
there will be any result from the expenditure 
of a much smaller sum ? 

There is no question that we have an Iinsig- 
nificant and contemptible navy. There is no 
question that there should be a change. 
There is no question that it is somewhat gall- 
ing to National pride to be menaced by a six- 
penny Power and to be compelled to serious- 
ly consider the menace, but the real ques- 
tion is, how are we going to get the navy, 
and, if we spend the money, shall we have 
a navy then? We now have a navy ot un- 
seaworthy old tubs, a few that will float, a 
great many that won't float, and a lot that 
are rotting away, to represent $300,000,000 
flung away in fifteen years. The first thing 
to be done is to dispose of what we have on 
hand for old iron, if they are of no other 
value, and, having done this, com- 
mence a navy de novo, building it 
as economically, as practically, and as 
speedily as possible, instead of throw- 
ing away auy more money upon so- 
called repairs. Any appropriation for the 
improvement of our navy must be regarded 
with the distrust that has been shown to- 
wards all appropriations in the past for naval 
expenditure, unless it can be shown that the 
money is to be applied to a navy, and not to 
patching up old tubs year after year. The 
House will do well to go slowly and care- 
fully in this matter, and to provide the coun- 
try with some assurance that if the money is 
spent there will be something to show for it. 
lt is possible to get a navy with money, for 
other countries have done it, but the meth- 
ods of the past fifteen years will not do it. 
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A NEW BANEBUPT LAW. 

In 1878 Congress repealed the bankrupt 
law which had been in force for nearly 
twelve years and had been variously amended. 
By common judgment that law had become 
odious, and practically served no purpose 
other than to enrich certain officers of the 
courts and the attorneys. It had called into 
existence a new tribe of legalized plunderers. 
who fattened on the estates, leaving creditors 
and debtors nothing. It practically com- 
pelled creditors to accept whatever terms the 
debtors offered, in preference to appealing to 
the bankrupt court, where the entire assets 
were consumed iif the costs. 

The misfortune of this country is that all 
our legislation relating to civil or criminal 
actions in courts is framed by members of 
the legal profession, and while ordinarily this 
ought to commend the laws as an evidence of 
the care and intelligence of those who pre- 
pared them, unfortunately such laws are too 
often inspired with a view to promote the 
pecuniary benefit of the legal profession. 
The purpose to increase the business and 
swell the profits of the profession governs 
the action of the legal trades-union as gener- 
ally as like motives govern ip less preten- 
tious unions. One of the great evils of the 
legislation in the several States is the per- 
sistent tinkering at the law by the legal mem- 
bers in the way of encouraging and promot- 
ing litigation, and in Increasing the fees vhat 
may be gathered by the members of the bar. 
It is not an uncommon case to have members 
propose and advocate changes of the law 
in order to affect results in pending cases in 
which they have been employed. 

Several bills have been prepared to be laid 
before Congress at its present session em- 
bodying drafts of a new bankrupt law, and 
there will be also strong and energetic pro- 
tests against the enactment of any such law 
by the present or any future Congress. One 
of these protests, signed by 1,078 leading 
merchants of New York, has already been 
forwarded to Washington, remonstrating 
against the passage of @ bankrupt law, and 
the remoustrants make use of the abuses and 
inducements to fraud under the law of 1867 
as an ali-sufficient reason why there should 
not be another law, These merchants dread 
the results of a law of this kind in inducing 
debtors, when thé chances of trade are ad- 
verse, to surrender the wrecks of their 
estates and, with legal discharges, begin 
anew. They insist that it is better for all 
parties that the debtors should obtain a dis- 
charge through private dealing directly with 
their creditors, in which cases, they insist, 
to an honest debtor tairness and leniency is 
never refused, but, on the contrary, it is to 
the interest of creditors to maintain such 
persons in business. They declare that this 
rule is so general, and the kind feeling of the 
creditor so certain, that in cases of honest 
debtors no bankruptcy is necessary. 

In speaking of the dividends under the last 
bankrupt law, they declare that creditors did 

‘not average over 10 cents on the dollar, or 


other things, to the collusion of dishonest 
creditors and the aid of dishonest attorneys,” 
A bankrupt law ought to have no other 


greatiy aided by a law which would render 
the settlement of bankrupt estates a matter 
not of excessive profits, but of reasonable 

mpensation. The whole legal expenses of 
alf estate should be limited by a maximum 
cost in large estates and by a minimum fee 
in small ones. The motive for “a collusion 
between dishonest debtors and dishonest at- 
torneys“ and avaricious legal officers should 
be defeated by stringent laws protecting es- 
tates, and protecting both creditors and debt- 
ors. Itisareproach to our civilization that 
such a law cannot be framed and enacted by 


Congress, 
2 —— 
GRIGIN OF CRIMINAL PROCEDURE IN iL- 
LINOIS. , 


The Criminal Code of Lilinois was drafted 
in 1827. While it has been changed more or 
less for the better and at many points in the 
definitions of crime and the penalties for 
them, it has been amended at few points and 
then only for the worse in the methods of 
procedure, : 

The following evil provisions date back to 
the code of 1827: 

1. That the jury shall be judges of the law 
and the fact. 

2. That the Court shall in practical effect 
have no power of instruction, as the jury 
may do as it pleases, and construe the law to 
suit itself, regardless of the opinions of the 
Court. N 

3. That changes of venue and continuances 
shall be peremptory and beyond the discre- 
tion of the Court. 

4. The whole section regulating the mode 
of appeal by writs of error and supersedeas. 

These are fundamental parts of the criminal 
procedure of Illinois as it stands today. They 
have done more than all other provisions of 
the code combined to obstruct the course of 
criminal justice and bring the laws and the 
courts of Illinois into contempt. 

It may be weil to inquire into the origin of 
this remarkable code of 1827, whose au- 
thority is so venerable and blunders so sa- 
cred that our lawyers have not dared for 
fifty-four years to lay violent hands on it and 
rip it up, as they ought to do: 

The criminal code of 1827 was drafted by 
Judge Lockwood, of the Supreme Court of 
that day; and he wrote about his work in a 
most apologetic tone years afterwards. Ile 
says: 

In 1826 there were no libraries in the State to 
which I bad access. I bad brought with me to 


this State a volume of the Laws of New York 


assed in 1802, and I found iu the office of the 


retary of State a volume of the Laws of 
Georgia. These were all the aids I had in fram- 
ing our criminal code of 1887, and the act regu- 
lating the apprehension of criminais. 
code was designed to apply toa new country, then 
almust a wilderness, wan but a small pupulation, 
and little or no agricultural, commercial, ur manu- 
facturing interests to protect. 

Such is the testimony of the author of the 
sacred Criminal Code of 1827 as to its origin 
and imperfections. Illinois now has a method 
of criminal procedure which is derived part- 
ly from the New York Code of eighty years 
ago and partly from obsolete statutes of the 
State of Georgia; and when any changes 
have been introduced they have been for the 
worse, and have had the effect of giving the 
criminal a further advant and making 
the courts more impotent thdn before. 

Some of the later abominations of the 
Illinois Code are the following: 

1. Requiring the Judge to instruct the jury 
only in writing. A Judge may not now 
volunteer any instructions without being 
asked; or refuse any instructions however 
discordant they may be with each other; nor 
make a concrete application of the abstract 
principles of law contained in his instruc- 
tions to the facts of acase. This idiotic law 
dates from 1847. 

2. Denying the people an appeal or writ of 
error in criminal cases. The New York 
Code provides: That an appeal to the 
Supreme Court may be taken by the people 
(1) Upon ajudgment for the defendant or 
a demurrer to the indictment. (2) Upon an 
order ot the Court arresting judgment.” The 
Illinois law dates from 1857, 

8. Allowing exceptions and appeals to be 
taken by the defendant from decisions of 
the lower court overruling motions in arrest 
of judgment, motions to amend, for contin- 
uance, for change of venue, etc. This law, 
which gives to the criminal the advantage 
of any technicality while the people are de- 
nied a writ of error for any cause whatever. 
dates from the Revised Statutes of 1845. The 
New York rule, which is simple and com- 
plete, is that exceptions may be taken by the 
defendant after the trial begins to a decision 
of the Court “admitting or rejecting wit- 
nesses or testimony, or in deciding any ques- 
tion of law, not a matter of discretion, or in 
charging or instructing the jury upon the 
law in the trial of the issue.” But all these 
questions of continuances, changes of venue, 
etc., are matters of discretion” under the 
New York law. What is the sense of the 
IIlinois provision that error may be alleged, 
first, for any of the multifarious acts and 
rulings of the Judge during the trial, and 
then for his refusal to grant a new trial in 
affirmation of these acts and rulings ? 

There are other biotches of a more recent 
date in the Illinois procedure; but it will be 
seen that the worst defects of the code date 
back to 1827, when the whole population of 
the State was less than 150,000, or one- 
twentieth of what it is now, and the abom- 
inable law gagging the Judges dates back to 
1847, and is thirty-four years old. We think 
it can be shown at the proper time that this 
law owed its origin to the effurts of the South- 
ern slavocrats and Northern doughfaces te 
secure the return of fugitive slaves. If so, 
it is one of the Black Laws of Illinois, and 
ought now to be abolished with the rest of 
them. 

The demand for a revision of this rotten 
old code must be heeded.

Charles Julius Guiteau is an 
illustration of the capacity of the human 
mind for moral self-perversion.

ity. This testimony utcerly destroys the 
hereditary insanity theory of the defense, 
and leaves the assasin nothing but his insan- 
ity réle to depend upon. The farce draws 
to a close, and the verdict is not far off. May 
it be just, is the prayer of the American peo- 


ple!

Tue part of Secretary Folger’s annual re- 


port relating to the tariff will not give un- 


bounded satisfactiow in Pennsylvania. The 
Secretary says: 

A revision of the tarif seems to 
meet the condition of many branches of trade, 
That condiven uns materially changed since the 
enactment of the tariff of 1864, whioh fermed 


the basis of the recent tari@ as to most vf the - 


articiés imported, The specific duties imposed 
by that act—four instance on iron and steel in 
tubir various formse—bad then a proper relation 
to the ad valorem duties imposed on articles 
manufactured from those metals; but by a 
large reduction in the value, especially to the 
cinder forms of iron and steel. the specie duty 
impused thereon amounts in many cases to an 
ad vaiorem duty of over 100 per cent, while the 
ud valorem duties on manufactured articles 
have not been changed. The growing demands 
of trade have ied aisu to the impurtation of iron 
and steel in forms and ander designations not 
evuumerated in tne tariff, and the great dispro- 
portion between épecitic and ad valurem duties 
is a constant stimulus to importers to try to 
bring 1 under the ad valerem 
rates. This p uncertainty, appeals from 
the action of collectors, and litigation, which 
prove embarrassing to business interests as 
well as to the Government, and what is in- 


*stanced as the cases with iron and steel will be 


found to be the case with the other articles. An 
equalization of the tariff ana simplincation of 
some of its-detais are needed. 

In other place he says: 

The other source of revenue wherea reduc- 
tion may be made is the custome. If aiready 
appears that the revenue from customs for the 
yeur ending June 30, 1881, was 6198. 150.676. 02. be- 
ing an increase of 511.687.611. % over the preced- 
ing year. Wulle it en principle that taxadon 
for expenses for government, to be just, snouid 
bear on al) alike, it must also one that 
when the aggregate of taxation ia to be lessened 
the reduction should be made in sucha way that 
all are relieved alike and equaily. Hence@t is 
assumed that it Congress does determine on a 
decrease of the revenue, it will seek that e 
weil tbrougha revision of the existing 
laws as torough an abolition or an abatement of 
the internal revenue. 


It may be assumed that the Secretary dées 
not mean to reduce the revenue from cus- 
toms by increasing the tariff. This idea is 
effectually met by his statement that when 
the aggregate of taxation is to be lessened 
the reduction should be made in such a way 
that all are reduced alike and equally.” He 
means by a reduction ‘of the revenue from 
customs a reduction of taxation on imporis; 
nothing more and nothing less.

It will be seen that the capital in the private 
banks of Chicago is the third largest in the 
above list, and the deposits the second largest.

National banks in operation on June , 1881, 
was $460,227,835, not including surplus, which 
fund at that date amounted to more than §126,- 
000,000, while the average capital of all the State 
banks, private bankers, and savings-banks for 
the six months ending May 31, 1880, was but 
$210,735.28. The latter amount is but littie 
more than one-third of the combined capital 
and surplus of the National banks.

BEECHER. 
PROTECTION AND FREE TRADE DISCUSSED. 
@pecial Dispatch to The Vhicago Trirune. 

New York, Dec. &—The Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher addressed a fair-sized audi- 
ence this evening on the subject, Prutec- 
tion and Free Trade.“ He regarded the sys- 
tem of protection which existed in this 
country as impolitic, unjust, and wrong. 
Looking at the subject from a ministerial 
standpoint, he found it to be directly in op- 
position to the spirit of morality and the 
Scriptures. A protective tariff was or- 
ganized immorality. It had required 
great sacrifices and revolutions in 
the past to achieve intellectual, personal, 
and religions liberty. and it might require a 
revolution to achieve conimercial liberty. 
The custom-house duties are nothing more 
than a restriction and limitation of the per- 
sonal liberties of every American dealer and 
citizen. The true spirit of these duties is 
that Americans must have no friends out- 
side of the borders of their own country. It 
amounted to a distinct endeavor to make our

A HERMIT NATION— 

a nation which says indirectly to every other 
nation on the face of the globe, You take 
eare of yourselves and and we will take care 
of ourselves.“ This is a violation of good 
morality. It is contrary to the teachings of 
the Bible, it is contrary to good political 
policy, and it is contrary to the beliefs and 
teachings of our forefathers. American 
commerce, said Mr. Beecher, has been 
well nigh destroyed by the effects 
of the socalled protective tariffs.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 


The Small-Pox Spreading Bapidly in 
Cincinnati. 

„ Q@pectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 8.—The Board of Health. 
at its meeting today, discussed at length the 
establishment of a local quarantine against 
smali-pox, which bas now found its way to all 
parts of the city. Twenty-cight new cases were 
reported, and six deaths. The pest- house is 
full, and but little effort is being made to re- 
move the sick from their homes. It was urged 
at the meeting today that officers should be sta- 
tioned in front of every building into which the 
disease has gone, 
the outside worid, or of outsiders with those 
who are quarantined against, prevented. The 
objection to this pian is that the ‘disease is in 
most cases in tenement- houses or of those in- 
habited by people of small means, and who 
are compelied to get oat and work daily or 
starve. city hus no fund which could be 
used in providing for the wants of those 
quarantined against, unless they are in the pest- 
house, There is no money to even pay for the 
bedding and furniture which the Heaith Depart- 
ment find it necessary to destroy after patients 
have recovered. A strict quarantine would 
therefore cause much suffering, and the matter 
was postpoped for discussion until next week. 
It is feared that the disease will. spread widely 
during the entire winter. 


A New Disease Among Heservation In- 
dians. 

OLxuriA., W. T., Dec. 8.—A disease resembling 
diphtheria has broken out among the Indians of 
the Skokomish Reservation. Twodeaths are re- 
ported. Fifty are sick. 


Diphtheria in Genesee County, Mich. 
Fir. Mich., Dec. 8.—Diphtheria is raging in 
the Town of Gaines, this county, sixteen deaths 
having occurred in one school district, David 
Blair losing six children inside of two weeks. 


FLIPPER. 


Couclusion of the Arguments and De- 
livery of a Verdict in the Notorious 


Case. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 8.— The arguments 
in the Flipper case were delivered today, and the 
court rendered their verdict, but what it is will 
not be known until passed upon by 
the reviewing authorities.

to raise the money, each failing, and, having be- 
come embarrassed, he attempted to work out the 
problem alone; that he kept his funds in a 
trunk for extra preceution, and some one, 
knowing it, had gradually abstracted it. 
Flipper always sustained a character for integ- 
rity, honesty,and good habits. Capt. Barber 
also mentioned his great success from entering 
West roint to the present time against cxtraor- 
dinary obstacles, and commended him to the 
consideradon of the court. The Judge- Advocate 
replied, stat that Flipper was the legal cus- 
tudian of the Government funds, and if kept in 
another place than prescribed by law he 
was Able, and cited many au- 
thorities to sustain his claim; that 
if the funds were not presented when 
called for, he was guilty of embezzlement as a 
matter of law, and it was not necessary to prove 
tne actual crime. He also severely criticised 
his conduct in makiug the false statements and 
reiterating them until the funds were found, 
and that oac wrong did not justify anotner.

Progress of the State Since the Great 
Boom of 1878. 


The Fertile Valley of the Arkansas River—The 
riage Wer . 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 


Toru A. Kas., Dec. 8.—In 1878 Kaneas startled 


the worid by its marvelous crops of every kind. 
For a State not out of its “teens” to outstrip 
all competitors in the yield of wheat, and to leap 
almost into the front rank in the pro- 
duction of corn—the two great staples of 
the wide agricuitural West—was an 0oc- 
currence well calculated to elate the 
average Kansan and to attract universal atten- 
tion to his prolific State. Every seed planted in 
the teeming soil seemed to germinate an hun- 
dred-f however careless the cultivation, 80 
that the new-comers to this prairie Common- 
wealth were led to believe that they only bad to 
scratch the surface, sow their seeds broadcast, 
and await the genial passing season for a sure 
and bountiful harvest. As in so many other in- 
stances where rich returns come from 
comparatively little lador, the lesson 
learned by the farmers in this case was 
far from the best. If in 1878 1,500,000 
acres of Kansas land produced 32,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, and 2,500,000 acres yielded 90,000,000 
bushels of corn, why will not an increased acre- 
age of each produce correspondingly increased 
quantities in 1879, 1880, and 1881? Thus argued 
the jubilant yeomanury of Kansas three years 


ago. 
LESSONS LEABNED. 

But they have grown wiser since then, and 
most of them have become vastly better farm- 
ers. They bave discovered that the seasons 
here, as elsewhere, are not always genial; that 
the sun sometimes shines too hot, and the clouds 
withhold their rains too long; that the chinch- 
bugs and other noxious insects come over from 
Colorado, Missouri, and other neighboring States 
to ravage the ficids; and that the winds of 
heaven and the storms of hail conspire to beat 
down what the bugs and blight have left stand- 
ing. Altogether this makes a sorry picture, but 
does it differ from the farmers’ experiences in 
any ot the agricultural regions of our country? 
No class of people are so buffeted by tue ei0- 
ments, and none so uncertain of their 
calculations, as the American farmer; and 
yet, on the other hand, no laborers 
are more independent, and none,in the long 
run, surer of a-fair reward for their work. 

The crops of Kansas, though considerably 
smaller in 1879 and 1880 than in 1878, brought 
much better prices. In 1878 the total valuation 
of all fieid crops in the State was $50,000,000; the 
following year it was $60,000,000, and the next 
year $63,000,000. 

During the season just passed, when all of the 
Western and Southern States have suffered from 
the severe and long-protracted drouth, Kansas 
has added & per cent to the aggregate valua- 
tion of ber crops, on an increased acreage of 
about 12 percent. In detail, the total acreage 
of 1880 was 6,900,000 acres, and the total vaiua- 
tion (as above given) $63,000,000. In 1881 the 
acre increased to 9,800,000, and the valuation 
to $92,000,000. Comparing the wheat and corn 
crops of tbis year with the wonderiul yields of 
1878, 1 find that the 2,000,000 busbels of wheat 
three years ago were worth $18,500,000, and the 
90,000,000 bushels of corn were valued at 87. 
00,000; while the Kansas wheat crop of 1851, 
20,479,689 bushels, bas a valuation of 1,705,276, 
and the 40,760,542 bushels of ludiau cora are worth 
$44,850,963. In other words, 10 per cent less corn will 
bring 165 per cent more money, and 35 per cent 
less wheat today is worth 16 per cent more than 
‘then. So that, in the money value of crops 
Kansas makes a splendid show this year. 
And indeed the yield of staple products is very 
encouraging when contrasted with the season's 
results in almost any other Western State. 

A FAVORED REGION. 

The drouth which prevailed over the entire 
agricultural region west of the Allegheny 
Mountains reached its limit at about the ninety- 
seventh meridian. That portion of Kansas ly- 
ing east of this meridian was seriously affected. 
and the crops were light. But few of the coun- 
ties of Central and Western Kansas suffered for 
lack of rain. Especially in South-Central Kan- 
sas the crops were all in a flourishing condition 
and the harvest of unusual abundance. Much 
excellent fruit was shipped East from this por- 
tion of the State. 

In extreme Western and Sovthwestern Kansas 
but littie ground is under cultivation. That is 
essentially a stock country; and this summer 
and fall the frequent rains have kept the past- 
u in magoaifivent luxurtance, so that the vast 
he of cattle and sheep in those localities can 
enter upon the scautier picking of the winter 
months in prime condition. 

To return to statistics, the prairie-meadow 
hay harvest in 1881 is valued at $6,218,218, as 
against $2,570,200.85 in 1880. The crop of milict 
and Hungarian grass bas risen in value from 
$2.542,000 last year to $4,819,000 this, oats from 
$2,900,000 to $3,856,000, broom-corn from 000 
to $1,480,000, ax from $1,245,000 to $1,358,000, and 
sorghum from $1,700,000 to $1,746,000. The yield 
of Irish potatoes bas not been quite as good us 
last year, though the prices received are much 
better. Rye, barley, buck wheat, sweet pota- 
toes, and castor-beans do not differ greatly in 
quality or value trom the crops of 1880. 

THE ARKANSAS VALLEY. 

The banner corn and wheat caumties this sea- 
son lie in the Arkansas River Valiey. Sedgwick 
and Sumner Counties each produced over 3.000. 
000 bushels of corn; Butler and Cowley neariy 
3,000,000 bushels each. McPherson leads the 
State with 1,310,000,000 bushels of wheat, while 
Sedg wick, Sumner, Harvey, and Barton Coun- 
ties are not far behind. Besides its supremacy 
in these staple and general farm crops, 
the Arkansas 2 takes precedence in 
live-stock interests. It contains i per cent 
of all cattie and 40 per cent of ali sheep in Kan- 
gas, and the numbers of both have increased 
during the past year toa wonderful extent. As 
nearty as cun be estimated from the latest re- 
liabie reports, the present numder of cattic in 
the State is a million and a half. while the sheep 
will reach double that number. Every sensible 
farmer bas adopted, the wise policy of less gen- 
eral cropping and more stock.” This will pay 
every time in a climate 60 fickle as ours, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that Kansas is by na- 
ture and by position the great pasture- ground 
of the continent.

On the whoie Kansas is to 
be 5 — 12 upon her agricultural output 
for 1881 and the hopeful outlook for 1882.

Gen. Kilpatrick. 

Hugh Judson Kilpatrick, who died at Santiago, 
Chili, last Sunday, was born near Deckertown, 
Sussex County, N. J., on Jan. 14, 1836. His father 
was a militia Colonel. and from bim the son ea 
got a love for military affairs. He received a 
good preparatory education in the classical 
school of Edward Stiles, near bis home, ana then 
secured an appointment to West Point, whence 
he was graduated in 1861. The War of the Ro- 
beilion at once gave him an opportunity for act- 


ive service which he giadiy embraced, and in bis. 


first battle at Big Bethel he was wounded: He 
was promoted to the Lieutenant-VColoneicy and 
afterward to the Colonelcy of the Second New 
York Cavalry Volunteers, and soon became 
noted as one of the most dashing and daring if 
not one of the most judicious young rs in 

army. He took part in the fights on the Rappa- 
banvock, at Bull Run (in the second battle 
there), and in Maryland, and was then promoted 
to be a Brigadier-General. He did valuable 
service at Gettysburg, and commanded the cav- 
airy in Sherman's “ March to the Sea.” In 1865 
he was commissioned a Major-General of Volun- 


teers. 
In November, 1865, he was appointed United 
States Minister to Chili, holding the position for 
three years. His first wife, who was a Miss 
Sbaler, died during the War. and while in Chili 
be married a lady of that country who accom- 
unied him home. He has since lived on the 
estead in New Jersey, where he built a fine 
house some years ago. He was an active Re- 
publican politician, and, being a fluent speaker, 
was in muca demand in every active camruign. 
He gave public lectures also with success. He 
twice aspired to the nomination of Governor of 
his State, but did not receive it. Last year he 
ran for Congress in the Fourth New Jersey Dis- 
trict, but it was hopiesly Democratic. He was 
appointed to the Chilian Mission by President 
Garfield, and bis course there in regard to the 
Chili-Peru complication is well known. The 
cause of his death is understood to have been 
Bright's disease. | ö 


Gen. Simonson. 
New York Heraid, Dec.?. 

The War Department at Washington received 
intelligence yesterday of the death on Monday 
evening of Gen. John 8. Simonson at the resi- 
dence of his son-in-law, Judge Howk, in New 
Albany, Ind. The General was a veteran, who, 
since 1861, had been on the retired list. He was 
born in Pennsylvania, and in 1814 was a Sergeant 
in Dobbins’ regiment of New York volunteers in 
the campaign on the Niagara. At the outbreak 
of the Mexican War de was Captain of the 
Mounted Rifles. At the storming of the castie 
of Chapuite on Sept. 30, 1847, he especially 
distinguished himself. leading bis men with great 
bravery, and eucou them to mouat the 
steep parapets directly in the line of fire from 
the Mexican battertes. strongest defense 
on the Western side of the enemy's capital was 
carried after a hard day's fighting. and the 
standurd of Simouson's regiment was among the 
first that floated from the highest pointof the 
castle. Simousou was wounded in the fight, and 
was breveted Major for gailant and meritorious 
conduct. He was made Major in 1833 and Colonel 
in 1861. After bis retirement be was bre®eted 
Brigadier-General for long and faithful service 
in the army.

The Board of Directors, at their recent meet- 
ing in Parkersburg. appreciated the importance 
of taking mpt and efficient measures for tue 
securing of the right of way, and to that end ap- 
poluted a comm.ttee with full power to aet tor 
the board, and if the right of way could not be 
obtained through negotiations with the owners 
of the land, then the only alternative left was 
to obtain. the same through the courts, 
The capitalists quite natur desire that 
the completion of the work shali be 
attended with the smallest possibile cost, 
and. therefore, claim that the route should be 
uloug the level land adjacent to the river. The 
grades would be light. the cost of excavations 
and embank meats comparatively small, and th 
time required for construction considerabl 
shorter than is any other route were chosen. 

fhe farmers, on the other nand, contend that 
the line shouid either run close upon the river- 
bank, or al the hills, some distance from the 
water. In either case the cost of construction 
would be much ter than by the route de- 
sired by the capitalists, but the farms along the 
river-bottom would not u de divi into 
narrow strips, aud the value of the land would 
be increased, insteud of being materially re- 
duced. The committee in churge of the matter 
have commissioned Col. Robert White, of Wheel- 
ing, to open negotiations with the farmers, and 
bis nme isa guarantee that the work will be 
pushed forward witb all possible dispatch. Each 
purty has certain rights in the matter, and it 
is likely that mutual concessions will be made 
whereby the road will be compieted witb satis- 
facuon to all the parties concerned. 

United States Senator Camden is the gentie- 
man who is responsibie for the financial backing 
of the enterprise. In a recent letter be arms 
that respunsibie persons are ready to enter into 
negotiations to furnish the means so soon as the 
. — ! preliminaries can be settled. In 
closing, he adds: “These capitalists now ex- 
press their willingness to undertake the con- 
struction of the d if the right of way bu ob- 
tained within a redgonable time. i bBave eutire 
confidence in being abie to carry out that part 
of the understanding, but. as unfavorable 
changes in the financial condition of the coun- 
try would affect this and all other railroad enter- 
prises unfavorably, it is important to determine 
in to the right of way without unneces- 
sary loss of time.“ 

Already the various towns and villages on the 
Virginia side of the river are reveiving new life 
in consequence of the materiaiization of the 
project, and it is confidentiy predicted that only 
ashort time will elapse before the road is in 
successful operation. .

The man 
had, however, a junk-dealer's license, which be 
had secured on the Sith of October last, and on 
the same day he was arrested after he had ob- 
tained his license, and next day fined $34, in- 
cluding costs. The Finance Committee decided 
to send for the factsin the case to the West Side 
Police Court, and the matter was laid over. 

THE MAYOR'S ANNUAL MESSAGE. 

The Mayor during the first part of the coming 
mouth will do what has never been done hereto- 
fore by the Chief Mugistrate of the city—name- 
ly: Present an annual message, instead of wait- 
ing until the rew Council comes fn. He says 
that in his three years’ experience as Mayor of 
the city he has observed and learned mary 
things. He will make suggestions as to the 
necessity of economy in making appropriations 
owing to the limited tax resources. He will lay 
down a system for pavi streets in the three 
divisions, as he bas aire outlined in the col- 
umns of Tux Trisuns. He will suggest an in- 
crease of the police force, and the cost of sa- 
loon licenses. He will give his ideas as to the 
needs of the Fire Department, the 
Department of Public Works. The sew- 
erage system will be dwelt 
and the benefits that have 
derived from the tepement-house inspection 
law. The sanitary needs of Chicago will also 
receive important consideration. Mayor Harri- 
gon says that he would like to see the city got 
out of its ewaddiing-clothes so far as street- 
pavements are coucerned. 

THE MAYOR ON THE POLICE FORCE. 

Speaking to a reporter of the p in- 
crease of the police force, Mayor Harrison said: 

It would be a good thing to increase it,though 
I think a good deal of the recent cry is uncalled 
for. If tne patrol system were perfected in 
each division of the city, and I had twenty-tive 
additional mounted police, the force, in my opin- 
ion, would be large enough. The bad characters 
are now driven from the city, and it is only the 
murders, which the police can't forsee, and 
which are committed generally by citizens wbo 
previously have not required the attention of 
the police, that excite the public mind. Yet it 
is easy to see that no increase of the police force 
would stop them. They are generally the result 
of drunken rows, and when the courts cease 
granting supersédeases to murderers on trivial 
technical grounds’ then, and not till then. will 
murders grow les. There are a class of 
meg like Guiteau, who plead insanity, and 
ure Keenan, the robber who murdered 
Heusley, who know right from wrong, who 
know what the human law is, no matter what 
the Divine law may appear to say to them, who 
ought to be cunsidered guilty before their trial, 
and be made to prove their innocence. That 
would thin out the murders. But much of this 
cry fur policg is raised by interested parties who 
wantto get on or to get friends on the force. 
No great increase is absolutely needed. The 
detective force and secret service fund might 
be increased to advantage, for every dollar so 
spent is worth ten laid out onthe ordinary 
policeman. To make any improvements, how- 
ever,in streets or police force will require ad- 
ditional money, and as we are limited by the 2 
per cent clause, the needed sum can only be 
raised by extending the licenses that we are 
now allowed tolevy. This 1 think can be judi- 
ciously done.“ :

THE COLLECTORSHIP. 

It is known that the suggestion was made that 
ex-Senator Richard J. Oglesby sbould be a can- 
didate for the position of Collector of Customs.

It the statements 
made are true, the requirements of the law do 
not appear to have been full carried out in the 
sequel to this case. One of the offivers of the 
Health Department is reported to bave said yes- 
terday in the drug-store at the corner, that this 
one case of small-pox had developed into seven. 
On the ground floor there are two stores— Wise’s 
dry-goods store and Thicben’s china store. Up- 
stairs, over Wise’s, is a boarding-house; over 
Thieben's, rooms which he bimseif occupies with 
his family. It is in the boarding-house that 
these cases of small-pox are said to have 
been discovered. Notwithstand this nest of 
disease, however, the policy of isolation, which 
is so essential in such cases, has mot been car- 
ried out. Neither of the stores has been closed 
up, although the proprietor of one of them at 
least expected that his would be shut up. A 

card is up on the house, but people are gomg 
u and coming out of the stores, although, under 
the circumstances of the case, infection is very 
apt to be carried from one fioor to another. 

ese seven cases, if they exist, have not been 
made public by the Heaith Department, and the 
fact that cases have been suppressed in the past 
makes it ail the more probable that the drug- 
gist’s story is true. It will be impossible to put an 
end to small-pox in this city if business is done 
in the slip-shod way which, if the above state- 
ments are correct, appears to characterize, in this 
instance at least, the management of the sub- 
ordinates of the Health Department.

A REMINISCENCE, 


Interesting Developments in Connection 
with the Becent Bond Bobbery in 
Cleveland. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 
CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 8.—Following right upon 
the heels of the arrest of Billy Burke, alias C. 


H. Page, some ioteresting developments have 


come to light in regard to the recent bond rob- 
bery. It appears that the very first clew to the 
theft was advanced by Henry Koebel, a mer- 
chant tallor at No. 123 Bank street. About a 
week or ten days previous three strangers en- 
tered his place, and, after looking over a quan- 
tity of goods, each selected a piece and was 
measured for a suit of clothes. gave their 
names as W. Pond. G. „ O'Dell, 
and C. H. Page, and represented that they 
were stopping at three different hotelis. 
They bad an air of mysterious uncertainty about 
them that attracted attention of the talior, 
but each one planked down $10 as a guarantee 
of good faith in the matterof paying for the 
clothes. Their bills ranged in the neighborhood 
of $45 and $0. A day or two later rond came 
in and ordered in addition a fine fur beaver 
overcoat, whicn ran his bill up to over $100. His 
clothes were finished on Friday, when he called 
for them and paid his bill in full. The 
others were to get theirs on Sat- 
urday, but failed to cali. Early Monday 
moratag, when Mr. Koebel went down to his 
place of business he found a note from Page 
sticking under the door with the morning news- 
paper, which ordered him to forward the clothes 
to Buffalo. The peculiar circumstances of the 
case at once impressed Koebel that his mys- 
terious customers knew something about the 
bank robbery. Ne called upon Eelis and related 
his experience with the strangers. He described 
very carefully the appearance of the men, and 
when he came to Pond Kells at once pronounced 
bim the one who had entered the bank and 
carried off the bonds, recognizing the de- 
scription of the beaver overcoat. Pink- 
erton had in his na lot of 
photographs noted sharpers, and 
Koebel, upon examining them, was able to al- 
most positively identify the faces of at least two 
of the men. The ciew seemed so certain that 
every precaution was taken to follow it up care- 
fully. The tailor was instructed to send the 
clothes as directed, and Detective Lawrence was 
dispatched to Buffalo on the same train. How 
be arrested Page has already been told. On 
Tuesday Koebel received a letter from O'Deil 

he clothes to be sent to New 
York. would seem to show that Pond 
and O'Dell, with the bonds in their 
session, had started for New York, to 
which point m es of warning to the 
authorities were immediately telegraphed. 
The clothes were sent on by express as directed. 
News from that point giving any intelligence 
of the robbers is anxiously awaited, and the 
feeling is strong that 9 Will be captured. 
Burke, alias Page, was visited at his ceil this 
morning by Eells ana other parties who have 
had experience with robbers, but none of them 
recognized him.

THE HENNEPIN CANAL. 


Memorial te Congress Prepared by the 
IiMinois & Mississippi Canal aud River 
Improvement Comnilssion. 

The Lilincis & Mississippi Kiver and Canal 
Improvement Commission has just issued in 
pamphiet form its perfected memorial to Cou- 
gress in behalf of the Hennepin Canal. The 


Transportation from the Upper Mississippi 
River to the Eastern Seaboatd,” and the text 
follows, with very little addition or variation, 
the brief, business-like memorial suggested by 
Mr. Charles Randolph, Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade, presented at the last meeting uf 
the commission im this city, and publiabed 10 
Tux Taso of Nov. A. 
THE NEW MATTER 


may be briefly stated. The memorial asserts as 
a well-settled p tion, and as needing no 
argument, that such a work of internal im- 
rovement is within the power and policy of the 

enerai Government. “ tthis epecific work 
cap and should be done by the General Goveru- 
ment, the memorial proceeds, * will also easily 
pense. The line of it is wholly within the State 
_of Illinoia, but by ite termini it pee a high- 
way and a utility to all the Sta and Territo- 
ries ot the Northwest between Lake Michigan 
and the Kocky Mountains. Congress is improv- 
ing the Ulinois and other rivers, which 
are wholly within one State. By no 
hypothesis, if those works are within the 
power and concern of tbe General Gov- 
brument, can the Hennepin Canal de 
outside of that power and concern. The desire 
for the proposal comstraction of the Hennepin 
Canal, as heretofore (in 1874) specifically recum- 
mended to Congress by the Senate Committee 
on Trunsportauon Koutes to the Seaboard,’ has 
been repeatedly formulated in resolutions of 
cunveutions, and isiative, municipal, and 
commercial bodies. articularly is your atten- 
tion solicited to the forcible express ion ol 7 
lic opinion given during the sessions of the 
largely attended and broadly representative 
convention held In Daveuport on the 2th and 
26th of Muy last. To the report of the proceed- 
ings of convention, a copy of which is 
herewith furnished, your careful atten- 
tion is particularily solicited, tozether with 
the maps therewith accompanying.” In this 
conuecuon the memorial quotes one of the reso- 
lutions adopted by the Davenport Convention, 
in which it declared in favor of the canal and 
the river improvement in explicit terms. 

THE KSTIMATED COST OF THE CANAL, 
as stated in Mr. Randolph's memorial, was less 
than $5,000,000." The finished memorial is a li- 
tle more definit in stat that the cost was 
carefully estimated, under the direction of the 
United States Wat Department, in 1870, at KA- 
. 7, as per rePort of Mr. Lowe, of the Eu- 
gineer Corps, cited the attention of Congress 
in the special report to the U nited States Senate 
of the Select Committees on ‘Transportation 
Routes to the Seaboard, April 14, 1874. The at- 
tention of Congress is called to the fact that 
that estimate was made for a canal for com- 
mercial purposes, for which alone Cougressional 
authorizanon and aid are now desired, and in- 
ciudes provision for a navigable feeder. The 
attention of Congress is also particularly solic- 
ited to the detailed statement of the committee's 
report above referred to. 
THE ONLY REMAINING ADDITION 
to the report is inserted after the statement in 
Mr. Randolph's memorial, that the Northwest- 
ern States, while vontributing weir full share to 
the National revenues and to the Nauonal de- 
fense, have hitherto nei r solicited por ro- 
ceived at the bands of the National Gorerument 
any cousiderabie protection or aid to their local 
industries; and the small appropriations now 
asked for the completion of the works hberein 
suggested will, if granted, result inas much or 
more of bent to the Nation at large as to the 
particular section within which the pro- 
expenditure would be made,” and is 
us follows: These considerations wa believe 
to be emphasized by all the geographical and 
commervial facts tavolved. Especially so is the 
fact that in ordering the opening of the pro- 
canal Congress will direct the removal 

of the sole existing barrier to an all-water route 
or transportati@n of products and manufacture 
between the Upper Mississippi and the Eastern 
Atlantic cities and ports via the lakes and the 
Erie Canal. 


OUR NAVY. 


Most Humilizting Showing—The Nation 
Not in a Position to Menace Even Chili 
—Honor of the Flag Dependent on 
Foreign Forbearance—Style'of War- 
Ships Most Needed— What Would Hap- 
Pen im Case of War with a Great 
Powe. 

Correspondence New Yorke Herald. 

WASHING2oOn, D. C., Dec. 6—The question of 
providing new vessels for the navy, such as will 
entitle the United Statesto be ranked among 
the nations ready for defensive or offensive war- 
fare, is uppermost. now in navai circies. The 
recent report of the Naval Advisory Board, 
which bas been published in the Herald, fur- 
nishes the theme for consideration, but the 
actual demands of the navy appeal more em- 
phaticaliy to Congress than the expressed views 
of members of the Advisory Board. The Heraid 
editorial today, entitied “ An Imperagive Duty,” 
rénews interest in the subjéct and challenges 
the attention of members of Congress as well as 
officers of the navy. Opinions of the latter are 
always pertinent, but particularly so at this 
present time, whea the requirements of the 
navy imperatively demand the construction of 
armed cruisers worthy of the name of vessels of 
war. 

VIEWS OF REAR-ADMIBAL RODGERS. 

Rear-Admirai John Rodgers, who was Presi- 
dent of the Naval Advisory Board, is one of the 
oldest and best-informed officers of the navy. 

Before, during, and since the War he has seen 

much sea service. His opinion is, of course, 

entitled to great consideration and weight. 

“Our navy.“ he said to your correspondent to- 

day,“ is capable neither of inflicting material 

harm nor affording us adequate protection from 
the assaults of either Chili, Brazil, or Buenos 

Ayres, to say nothing of Enogiand, France, Ger- 

many, Italy. or Spain. There are couiplications 

in Chili which possibly might lead to war. She 
bas now in her ports fully eqipped five troo- 


1 clads, which could appear off San Francisco in 


three weeks after the beginning of hostilities.

By the arrival of the Coptic, of the White 
Star, and the Arizona, of the Guion Line, further 
details are to hand of the. fearfni series of 
tempests that have during the past two weeks 
been raging almost continuously on the At- 
lantio. When such an experienced commander 
as Capt. Parsell, of the Baltic, to whom was in- 
trusted the charge of bringing out the Coptic ou 
her first trip, asserts that during ail the years he 
has spent in crossing the Atlantic he bas never 
ex perieneed a burricane so violent as that which 
the Coptic encountered on the d uit., it is evi- 
dent that the recent weather has deen phenome- 
nal even for this season of the year. A com- 
plete corroboration of Capt. Parseli’s statement 
as tothe unprecedented storms raging on the 
23d is afforded by the statements of the officers 
and crew of the Arizona, for it was on this day 
that they experienced the storm climax, during 
which Chief-Officer Arnold was washed off the 
hurricane deck, sustaining a compound fracture 
of his right leg. The City of Chester experi- 
enced the worst weather on the 23d and 24th. 

The Coptic, the new ship of the White Star 
Line, which was fully described in the Herald of 
Thursday last, reached her dock on the North 
River shortly before midday yesterday. From 
the time she left Queenstown on the I7th, until 
after crossing the Banks she experienced nothing 
but bad weather. The gale, as stated above,
